and sirens on three of his 
limou­ 
sines, one of which Dempsey’s wife, 
Estelle Taylor, operates for her own 
usa 
At his residence last night Demp­ 
sey said that only one of his auto­ 
mobiles I* so equipped, and that he 
haa not made use of the siren since 
it was installed three months ago, 
after his appointment aa a deputy 
fire marshal. 
Fire Chief Scott, who made the 


appointment, announced Dempsey Is 
not privileged to the use of either 
siren or red lights on hie autom o­ 
biles, and lf Jack had so installed 
them. it was without his knowledge 
or approval Chief S cotts sta te ­ 
ment was substantiated by Deputy 
Police Chief Plummer, who added 
that no such order had been made 
by Police Chief Davis or the Police 
Commission. 
Simultaneously with the discus­ 
sion of Dempsey's use of the siren, 
the Police Comm lesion opened an 
investigation of the privileges 
of 
others known to have installed such 
equipm ent 
"Many sirens are being used on 
private machines in Los Angeles,” 
said Commlss'oner Foes, "and the 
public will soon be falling to heed 
the siren and red-light signals.”

Road to Yesterday Leads 
Through Forest to 
Cumberlands 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 16. 
•—The real Road to Yesterday leads 
up through the mountains north of 
Chattanooga. 
It is a rough, little-traveled road, 
winding up through the forests to 
the blue m ass of the Cumberlands 
pn the horizon. A t Its end is the 
hoine of Francis Hughes, 102, who 
has grown very old without 
ever 
once stepping out of the 
life 
of 
yesterday. 
As people lived In 1827, so Hughes 
lives in 1927. Time 
and progress 
have stopped, for him. The birth of 
a new social and economic 
order, 
world-wide, has come in his life­ 
tim e; he has ignored it, serene in 
the ways of his forefathers. 
Home of the Long Ago 
Francis Hughes lives on a farm. 
He shoes his own horses, Tie splits 
his own firewood, saws logs from 
his own timber. 
His clothes 
are 
woven from the wool of his own 
sheep. 
His household is a household of 
the long ago. Every evening, after 
supper, the family gathers for even­ 
ing prayers. A girl sits at an ancient 
organ in the ‘‘parlor,” hymns are 
sung, and a passage from the big 
family Bible is read. 
Hughes cannot read a word of the 
Bible, but he believes 
it 
"from 
kiver to kiver.” lie is not a church 
member—“I kinder think I’d like to 
be a Baptist,” he muses—but every 
Sunday he saddles his horse and 
rides, erect as a boy, three miles to 
church. 
F lat Top Is the name of his com­ 
munity. It lies on W alden’s Ridge, 
between Big and Little 
O’Possum 
creeks, about halfway between here 
and Dayton, where the city lawyers 
were worsted by plain country folk

The road to Flat Top Is unpaved 
—little more than parallel 
wagon 
ruts. It Is impassable 
for 
motor 
vehicles. 
W hen 
the 
Inhabitants 
want to leave, they ride horseback 
or walk. 
But Hughes 
never 
wanted 
to 
leave. He was born in Flat Top and 
he will die there. He has ridden to 
neighboring 
towns 
and 
visited 
friends in the valleys, 
but never 
has he gone more than 
30 
miles 
from home. 
The F lat Top region, 
he 
says, 
"agrees w ith folks.” Apparently it 
has agreed with him, at any rate. 
At 102, 
he 
is white-haired 
and 
wrinkled, but sturdy, muscular, cap­ 
able. In the yard in front of his 
house he has a little wooden shack 
where he does his daily chores. 
In the 
evenings, 
after 
family 
prayers, he gets down his old fid­ 
dle—an Instrum ent twice his gge, 
handed down by his grandfather— 
and plays the music that the moun­ 
tain men knew a century ago. Once 
In a while he steps out of the early 
19th century smack into the modern 
20th; he rides some IO miles to a 
neighbor's house 
and 
listens 
to 
music over the radio. 
Tells Stories of “Injuns’* 
He likes to sit by the fire and 
tell young people of 
his 
youth, 
when there were “Injuns” 
in the 
mountains and the settlers 
drove 
them out; when, as a boy, his sleep 
was often broken by the howling of 
wolves in the 
clearing 
outside; 
when the only roads were Indian 
trails, and a trip to the next set­ 
tlement was as risky as a journey 
to darkest Africa today. 
Francis 
Hughes’ 
grandm other 
lived, In her m ountain-top 
cabin, 
to the age of 105; her sister lived to 
be 110. 
Hughes had 14 children, but he 
has outlived all but six of them. 
In the old family Bible Is a land 
grant issued by the Tennessee leg­ 
islature in 1827 for 
part 
of 
the 
Hughes farm. 
There were no 
schools 
in his 
youth. But he is philosophic about 
being unlettered. 
"Some people gets Into hobbles 
by having education,” he remarks.

Excessive Charges Are Seen 
In Conversion of Small 
Amounts to Bonds 


CONTRACTOR MUST 
SHOULDER BURDEN 


If He Is In Need of Cash, 
Whole Matter Is Turned 
Over to Finance Concern 


A system whereby contractors 
holding 
public contracts, 
or 
fi­ 
nance companies, some 
of 
them 
bond houses, are expected to col­ 
lect assessm ent charges for public 
improvements 
f r o m 
individual 
property owners, thus relieving the 
city government of an essential 
public duty, and at the same time 
establishing a relationship between 
the former and the individual prop­ 
erty owner, is responsible for ex­ 
cessive service charges, court fees, 
conversion of small amounts into 
bonds, and other evils, inquiries at 
the city hall revealed today. 
Contrary to a general belief, the 
city has nothing to do with the 
collecting of assessm ent charges. 
On the completion of a street im ­ 
provement project, a w arrant, or 
assessment diagram, approved by 
the city council, is turned over to 
the contractor for collection 
of 
charges assessed against private 
property owners, the total of which 
represents the contract price. 


20 Days to Pay Cash 
Under provisions of the law, the 
individual property owner has 20 
days in which to pay the assess­ 
ment charge in cash. 
Such pay­ 
ment removes the liability against 
the property, and takes it out of 
the assessm ent district. 
Although the law authorizes the 
contractor or his financial repre­ 
sentative to act as collector of 
assessment charges, it does not re­ 
quire him to send out notices or 
bills to the property holders listed 
on the assessment diagram, it was 
disclosed. 
He may do so a t his 
convenience. 
If 
the 
contractor 
needs 
his 
money, he turns over the warrant, 
or assessm ent diagram (a negoti­ 
able instrum ent) 
to 
a 
finance 
company, which, in turn, is ex­ 
pected to collect the individual a i- 
sessment charges. 
Because of this unsatisfactory 
way of handling public business, it 
was admitted, there have been sev­ 
eral instances where property own­ 
ers failed to receive notice of their 
assessment charges within the pre­ 
scribed 20 days. 
In this connection, It was Inti­ 
mated that, if the finance com­ 
pany happens to be engaged in the 
bond business, there is no particu­ 
lar incentive for effecting cash col­ 
lections.

Definite promise that the county 
board of supervisors “would con­ 
sider” a proposal to push plans on 
an addition to the courthouse and 
hall of records was given late yes­ 
terday to L. A. West, president of 
the Orange County Bar associa­ 
tion. and Superior Judge Jam es L.

prompt action on building plans. 
The board will give its answer 
to the request next 
Wednesday, 
Chairman William Schumacher in­ 
formed W est and Judge Allen. 
The legal business 
of 
Orange 
county demands construction of the 
unit Joining the courthouse 
and 
hall of records and the legal pro­ 
fession* is of the view th at there 
should be no delay in supplying a 
need of such importance, the su­ 
pervisors were told. 
While there are 
three 
depart­ 
ments of superior court, there are 
only two courtrooms of 
adequate 
dimensions and equipment and In 
the not far distant future there will 
be need of four courtrooms. 
There 
already is need of the third court­ 
room and the three should be more 
closely grouped than a t present In 
order to properly handle the busi­ 
ness of the court 
Such was the 
substance of the case as laid be­ 
fore the supervisors by Judge Al­ 
len and Attorney West. Judge Al­ 
len’s court now Is located In 
the 
hall of records, while the other two 
departm ents are in the courthouse. 
The new unit. as unofficially pro­ 
posed, would unite the two build­ 
ings and probably would house two 
new courtrooms, c o n v e n i e n t l y 
grouped with the two now estab­ 
lished In the courthouse. 
The problem before the super­ 
visors is one of finance, In 
con­ 
nection with the new construction.

The latest move in the m atter of 
connecting 
the 
Coast 
highway 
through the coast cities of Orange 
county 
and the 
other 
so-called 
; Coast highway, th at passes through 
the Interior cities of this county, is 
the approval by the railroad com­ 
mission of the agreem ent entered 
into by 
the California highway 
commission and the Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe Railway com­ 
pany for the construction of two 
subways a t Serra, at the junction 
of the Oxnard-San Juan Capistrano 
Coast highway w ith the Los Ange- 
les-San Diego trunk route. 
It is 
expected th at bids for the grading 
will be asked in the near future. 
The commission, on January 3, 
signed an agreem ent with the rail­ 
road company for building of the 
under passes. 
Steel has been or­ 
dered and actual construction is ex­ 
pected to start by February 15. 
Ju st last week the Orange county 
board of supervisors let the con­ 
tract for the two bridges the coun­ 
ty agreed to build across the two 
arm s of San Juan creek, this whole 
project 
being 
carried 
forward 
through the co-operation of the 
state, the county, the railroad and 
the property owners. 
The project 
involves a 
notable 
change in the 
line and 
grade of 
both the state 
highway and 
the 
railroad, which is shifting its tracks 
to make possible a safe Junction of 
the two state highways. The pres­ 
ent 200-foot curve in the highway 
wilt be Increased to one of 650-foot 
radius, superelevated. 
This will be 
made possible by cutting down the 
bluff a t this. point, the excavated 
material being used by the railroad 
company to raise the grade of its 
tracks. 
The shifting of the location of the 
railroad and a raise of nine feet in 
the grade will greatly 
facilitate 
construction of the two subways. 
These will be built of steel and con­ 
crete and will each have a clear 
roadway width of 40 feet. The curve 
leading through the south subway, 
in the direction of Ran Diego, will 
have a radius of 750 feet, and the 
one leading northward toward San 
Juan Capistrano will have a radius 
of 900 feet, as shown in the illus­ 
tration. 
'Tw o subways at this point were 
determined 
upon 
because of the 
ht..v’y traffic ov^r the Coast high­ 
ways, which m ust be properly car­ 
ed for at this junction to obviate 
dangerous congestion. 
The agreem ent between the com­ 
mission and the railroad company, 
as approved by the state railroad 
commission, is as follows: 
(a) The 
highway 
commission 
shall bear 60 per cent and the rail­ 
way company 40 per cent of the 
cost of the North bridge. 
■ (b) The 
highway 
commission 
shall bear 75 per cent and the rail­ 
way company 25 per cent of the 
cost of the South bridge, including 
foundation, 
excavation, 
concrete 
abutments, steel span, docking for 
span, and all necessary labor Inci­ 
dental thereto. 
(c) Each party shall pay 50 per 
cent of the cost of all track work 
and the necessary grading for the 
change of the line of railroad and 
all other work incidental thereto. 
Besides building the two bridges 
above referred to, at a cost of $62,- 
112.35, m aterial co-operation was 
extended by 
Orange 
county, 
the 
road departm ent of which secured 
considerable necessary right of way 
at Serra.

A. 
Poison oak can be destroyed 
by cutting off the tops and pouring 
over the roots a strong brine solu­ 
tion of arsenic mixture. 
Cutting 
off the tops will not, as you un­ 
doubtedly know, be sufficient 
To 
make the brine solution, dissolve 2 
pounds of rock salt in one gallon 
of hot w'ater and after spading up 
around the roots pour on the hot 
brine, wetting the earth to a depth 
of IO inches and afterw ard cover­ 
ing w'ith straw, leaves or other lit­ 
ter. 
To make the arsenic solution dis­ 
solve I pound of white arsenic and 
2 pounds of caustic soda in 3 gal­ 
lons of hot w’ater, boiling for a few 
minutes until thoroughly dissolved. 
Apply w'hile hot in the same m an­ 
ner as the salt brine. 
Either of these 
materials 
will 
ruin the soil for some time. N oth­ 
ing else can 
be 
planted 
where 
heavy salt 
or 
arsenic 
solutions 
have been used until they are thor­ 
oughly w’ashed out. This may take 
a year or more. 
If it is desirable 
not to destroy the Boil for other 
use, the next best thing to salt or 
arsenic is carbon bisulphide. Heavy 
injections of the liquid around the 
roots of plants it is intended to de­ 
stroy will do the W’ork. 
Make sev­ 
eral holes a foot or more deep wrlth 
a broom handle or other 
instru­ 
ment, a foot or so apart in the 
area to be poisoned and into each 
pour a couple of ounces of bisul­ 
phide, closing up the holes with 
earth. The liquid will not harm the 
soil for sulwjequent planting pur­ 
poses and will be effective in de­ 
stroying poison oak roots.

A few days age I read an 
artiels in which th* statement was 
mad* that there was no remedy for 
poison ivy poisoning. 
Is it 
not 
true that certain chemicals can ba 
used both to prevent poisoning after 
exposure and to lessen its effects 
after infection ?—8. B. «R. 
A. Yes. Polson ivy infection can 
be prevented after exposure and it 
also can be cured after 
It 
takes 
place. 
The best preventive known 
is to wash the hands or 
face 
or 
other exposed 
parts, 
Immediately 
before or after exposure, with a 5 
percent solution of ferric chloried 
in a half and half mixture of a l­ 
cohol and w ater or glycerin 
and 
water. 
This m aterial is not pois­ 
onous and is thoroughly 
safe 
to 
use. 
Susceptible persons who have 
tried this preventive states it la 
IOO percent effective. A strong so­ 
lution of ferrous sulphate In w ater 
may be used 
instead 
of 
ferric 
chloride, if it is any easier to ob­ 
tain. 
W ashing exposed parts 
of 
the body after exposure in strong 
alkali soap and water 
also 
is 
a 
fairly effective preventive. 
After infection has become .ap­ 
parent, a three percent solution of 
permanganate of potash painted on 
affected parts will give relief and 
prevent further spread.

deep enough.

If growing avocados 
on 
a 
commercial scale you ought to have 
more than two feet of soil. 
If you 
w ant only a tree or two and can 
give them extra care, you can get 
by w ith this providing 
there 
is 
some sort of under drainage. If no 
drainage it would be best to blow 
an opening through the hardpan 
first. 
W hen planted on shallow soil do 
not cultivate. 
Keep the 
surface 
mulched with grass or straw and 
irrigate by sprinkling. 
This m eth­ 
od of caring for the trees allows 
the roots to come near the surface, 
inasmuch as they cannot go down­ 
w ard through the 
hardpan. 
The 
mulch and frequent sprinkling will 
keep the roots near the surface 
from Irylng out. 
Some trees send 
their roots downwards, nut trees 
and 
citrus, 
for 
instance. 
Such 
trees could not survive a shallow 
soil. 
Avocados, 
however, 
while 
perhaps much better In 
a 
deep 
soil, will, nevertheless, get along 
fairly well if handled as described. 
The Fuerte 
is 
the 
best 
all- 
around avocado yet developed and 
where only one or two are w’anted, 
they should be of this variety. The 
Fuerte is a good average size fruit, 
about three-quarters of a pound.

likely there are many worms, if 
any a t all, in the seed at this time 
of year as they are not active in 
the winter but leave the spuds in 
order to complete their life cycle 
outside. 
It is safer to fumigate, 
however. 
P u t them In a tight box or bin, 
the tighter the better, and on top 
of them inside 
place 
a 
shallow 
dish containing one or two pounds 
of carbon bisulphide for each IOO 
cubic feet. 
lf the bin is air tight 
one pound to the IOO cubic 
feet 
will be sufficient. 
Leave 
for 
at 
least 48 hours before opening up. 
Remember that carbon bisulphide 
is 
explosive 
and 
poisonous.

should not come in contact with 
fire nor should it be breathed deep­

Milk and butter from cows poi­ 
soned by these weeds is danger­ 
ous to the consumer and often 
causes the fatal disease commonly 
known under the names of "m ias­ 
ma,”

of the 
United States departm ent of A gri­ 
culture, recently concluded a se­ 
ries

experiments 
which 
he 
claims proved 
conclusively 
that 
white snakeroot and rayless gol­ 
denrod are responsible for the ani­ 
ma y disease of trembles. 
The 
w h i t e 
snakeroot, 
also 
known as rlchwood, is widely dis­ 
tributed in the eastern part of the 
United States, as far west as Min­ 
nesota and N ebraska and as /a r 
south as Louisiana. 
It is a slen­ 
der plant, from two to four feet 
high, with leave# from three to 
five inches long. pointed and thin. 
It is found usually in rich soil in 
damp woods. 
Rayless goldenrod, also known 
as jimmy weed In some places, oc­ 
curs in Texas and New Mexico, 
where the disease in anim als is 
known as “alkali disease.”

The rem arkable growth of the 
citrus by-products industry which 
has been developed 
in Southern 
California w ithin the last decade 
is founded on results of scientific 
research. 
Investigations 
begun 
about 12 years ago by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, in its branch 
laboratory a t Los Angeles, have 
resulted 
in 
the development 
of 
processes 
for 
recovering 
citric 
acid, as well as other valuable 
substances such as 
oil, 
pectin, 
Juice and pulp, from oranges and 
lemons. 
The commercial applica­ 
tion of these processes not only 
enables the industry to save the 
fruit that is for one reason or 
another 
undesirable 
for 
m arket, 
but to use m arketable fruit at a 
profit when there is a surplus. 
Citrus growers 
themselves are 
now operating 
two 
by-products 
plants, one for lemons at Corona, 
and the one for oranges at On­ 
tario. 
One plant last year m anu­ 
factured 
approxim ately 
2,000,000 
pounds of citric acid, using about 
40.000 tons of cull lemons, which 
returned . to the 
growers 
a net 
total of about $450,000. 
Another 
plant produced about 65,000 pound# » 
of lemon oil with a value of ap­

Buried Treasure 
Sought Near Lake 


CHICAGO. 
Feb. 
16.—Spanish 
doubloons and pieces of eight 
lie 
buried in a vault under three sea­ 
men interred in the form of a cruc­ 
ifix on the shore of Lake Pontchar- 
train, Louisiana, according to S. S. 
Flot of this city. 
It was a dark night in 
the 
ro­ 
mantic 1820's when Antoine Surle, 
grandfather of Flot’s w ife and 
a 
fisherman, found a dirty map, which 
he read by the light of the moon. 
“Where three sailors lie buried In 
the form of a cross on the shore of 
Lake Pontchnrtraln rests the richest 
treasure of Spanish doubloons man 
ever saw,” read the old man. 
The territory was then a wilder­ 
ness of moss and cypress trees w ith 
oily water lapping the shore. 
The map related that Jean L a­ 
fitte, N ew Orleans free-booter of 
the period, “did bury 
three 
ship 
loads of fabulous treasure” on the 
banks of this Louisiana lake con­ 
nected with the sea by a tortuous 
lagoon. 
Five of Antoine's friends and A n­ 
toine Surle Jr., Mrs. Flot’s 
uncle, 
fortified them selves with picks and 
shovels and set out on the treasure 
quest. 
In a small hummock on the shore 
of a lagoon, Indicated by a cross on 
the map, this group found a jar—or 
a jug-containing $12,000 
in 
gold. 
They divided it. 
The searchers later dug tip the 
skeletons of

Then the fortune-hunters quarrel 
led over who should pump the vault 
dry b o, with $2000 each, they cov 
ered up the excavation, went home 
and never went back.

Alexander Henry, 
pioneer Anaheim resident, at 
his 
home at 225 East Broadway, on the 
occasion of his 89th birthday anni­ 
versary, which he celebrated. This 
is also the 58th year of his resi­ 
dence in this district. 
Always ready to defend the honor 
of his country, he took a promi­ 
nent part in one war and offered 
his services in two others. He went 
through the entire Crimean 
war, 
fighting 
with 
t h e 
B r i t i s h 
forces and taking part in four of 
the principal encounters of the eonr 
filet the 
battles of Balakalava, 
Alma, Inkerman and the soige of 
Sebastopol. He was wounded 
six 
times in battle. 
Three handsome medals, two from 
the British government and bearing 
the head of Queen Victoria and one 
from the Sultan 
of Turkey, are 
treasured by 
Captain 
H enry 
as 
mementos of his 
Crimean exper­ 
iences. 
The wars which Capt. H enry tried 
unsuccessfully to enter were the 
Boer war and the W orld war. In 
the first Instance the British gov­ 
ernm ent refused to enlist him unless 
he renounced his American citizen­ 
ship and in the second, the Ameri­ 
can enlistment officers, he 
says. 
thought he was 'too young to fight.* 
While he has the m ilitary spirit 
of his forefathers, he has also their 
thriftiness and their skill in hus­ 
bandry, and during the 
hectic 
years of his war time experiences 
and later experiences as a ship car­ 
penter and finally a ship captain, 
he always longed to become a farm ­ 
er. 
The lur© of this southern spot 
and the concerted effort being made 
to conquer the forces of nature, cap­ 
tured the Imagination of the cap­ 
tain. This was a battle that would 
apical to his fighting nature—and 
it would be farming, too. 
Ko in 1869 Captain Henry with 
his bride of a few years, who was 
Miss Catherine Maqpn before their

section. Then the Anaheim blight 
came. 
It constituted hut another chal­ 
lenge to the fighting spirit Of this 
war-like Scotchman. Undaunted, he 
became one of the pioneers in the 
present orange and walnut industry. 
Selling off all but 50 acres of his 
holdings, he developed this rem ain­ 
ing property into one of the 
best 
known citrus and w alnut ranches. 
In 1915 this ranch was sold and 
after building 
the 
$10,000 
home 
they now occupy on E ast Broad­ 
way, Mr. and Mrs. H enry moved in­ 
to the city to spend the remaining 
days of their lives in 
quiet 
and 
contentment.

Life for Third Timers

One of the proposals in the plan to revise the 
statutes dealing with crime in California 
is 
that 
when a criminal has been three times sentenced 
for a felony then the third term shall automatically 
be for life. 
The theory of the proposed new 
law 
Is 
that 
when a criminal ha* served two term s for felonies 
and repeats a major criminal act then it has been 
fully demonstrated that he is a confirmed menace 
to society and it would be safer and cheaper to 
I lock him up for th# rest of his life, beyond the 
; reach of parole boards and sob sisters. 
California just now has a case in point. 
A man 
: is arrested in Salt Lake City and while being sen- 
; fenced for forgery he is identified as a “three time 
loser'* from California and sought on the charge of 
(m urder of an automobile salesman whom he killed, 
so it is alleged, in order to get his car for use in 
a robbery. 
Had this criminal been sentenced for life the third 
time he w as convicted of a felony he would not 
have been free to prey upon society and continue 
his life of crime. 
He had fully dem onstrated with 
his life of crime that he was a crim inal for whom 
an occasional term in prison m eant nothing. 
He 
spent his time in prison figuring out his new acts 
of crim e to be committed when released. 
New York punishes with a Ufo sentence on the 
fourth conviction. 
California would go th at state 
one better. 
It would seem th at the viewpoint sup­ 
porting the California figure of three is logical in 
comparison with the 
New 
York 
plan. 
Certainly 
when a criminal has served two term s in prison 
he should have acquired sufficient respect for the 
law to alter his methods. 
If two term s are not 
enough to change him, then three term s are not, 
and w hat justification is there, after he has been 
convicted for the third time, to m ake provision for 
the continuance of his criminal activities by merely 
releasing him at the 
expiration 
of 
another 
few 
years. 
The criminal situation Is the m ost serious chapter 
of national life which must be faced. 
Society is 
demanding 
protection 
against 
the 
professional 
crim inal and there Is protection only in confining 
him where he can no longer prey upon his fellow­ 
man. 
W e must continue to expect, unless we can 
alter th at situation by education, the errors of 
youth. 
We are anxious th at 
they 
have 
another 
chance, even a third chanco in the hope that they 
will realize the peril to themselves and others In­ 
volved in crime, but when they refuse to recognize 
the rights of society and elect to follow a life of 
crime, they must be permanently confined. 


Education Costs

It costs the state almost twice as 
much to send a student to junior 
college as it does to send him to 
high school or junior high school. 
but the figure in the form er case 
is going down slightly, while in the 
latter it is going up. 
These and other facts are to be 
found in a statistical statem ent by 
W alter E. Morgan, assistant state 
superintendent, in an article in the 
California Q uarterly of Secondary 
Education. 
Citizens o? California spent $58,- 
280,945 for secondary education for 
the school year ending June SO, of 
this year: that is, for the junior 
high schools, high schools and jun­ 
ior colleges. 
Of the sum, $39,747,- 
714 went for current expenses, and 
$18,533,231 was invested in capital 
outlays. 
The enrollm ent for the 
year exceeded the previous year by 
35,217; current expenses rose $4,- 
500,571, and capital investment was 
$215,841 higher. 
The cost per pupil 
for current 
operating expenses, figured on av ­ 
erage attendance, was $191.10, as 
against $187.35, in 1925 for the {Ugh 
schools, and $321.13 as compared 
with $321.40 for the junior colleges. 
Figuring th at 
35,217 
new 
pupils 
mean an additional current expense 
of $4,500,571, it would seem that th 
cost per pupil for the new ones is 
well under these amounts, or ap ­ 
proximately .$127. 


Some peculiar facts are brought 
out. 
For instance, the population 
of California has increased 127 per 
cent since 1910, 
while the school 
population has increased 891 per 
cont. 
School enrollment for high 
schools and junior colleges has in ­ 
creased seven times faster than the 
population. 
A 
conclusion 
reached is 
that: 
"Youths and adults are seeking a 
broader and better preparation fib- 
life in our secondary schools. 
The 
people are demanding th at schools 
supply more technical, 
scientific 
and practical education than ever 
before, and the people are willing 
to 
pay the 
cost of such 
better 
schools.” 
The $191.10 which is the cost per 
pupil In high school education is 
divided thus: $7.15 goes for genera) 
adm inistration: $131.88 for 
teach­ 
ers’ salaries; $15.14 for library and 
other 
expenses 
of 
instructions; 
$16.77 for operation of the school 
plant; $7.22 for m aintenance of the 
school 
plant; 
$3.17 
for 
fixed 
charges; $8.89 for auxiliary agen­ 
cies and sundry activities; 
and 
sundry activities; and, 88 cents for 
laboratory supplies. 
The figures are put forth by the 
school authorities, 
who invite a 
public inspection. They do much to 
answ er the questions concerning 
the mounting cost of education.

Before this new atti­

Which 
they have a perfect right to do. 
The conclusion is immediately drawn that the 
United States is definitely and permanently out of the 
World court. 
Senator Borah, a leading opponent of 
American participation, assumes that “this ends the 
question of our becoming a member." 
It is just as well not to be too sure of that. There 
is still a strong sentiment in this country in favor of 
membership. Nobody can tell whether that will grow 
or decline. 
It depends largely on world events. The 
Chinese situation may have some effect on it. The 
court’s decision, from time to time, will have effect. 
The degree of respect accorded it by other powers 
will have effect. World opinion will have effect. 
The American people have always been favora­ 
ble to the principle of ah international court.

‘ACID STOMACH* 18 OFTEN DANGER WARNING 
Persons who complain of a sour 
taste 
in 
the 
mouth and of the eructation of «our material are 
likely to think that they have w hat is called acid 
stomach. 
The scientific 
name 
is 
hyper-acidity, 
which 
merely means too much acid. 
The scientific diag­ 
nosis usually refers to sym ptom s that include a 
burning feeling in the region of the stomach that 
comes on after eating. 
Associated with this there may be nausea with 
perhaps the belching of gas and of acid fluid. 
In 
most instances, physicians find there is seldom a 
real excess of acid in the stom ach. 
Sometimes the difficulty lies in the manner in 
which the stomach attem pts to dispose of the m a­ 
terial that it contains, so th at the Juices of the 
stomach, which are normally acid, are carried back 
t«* a part of the stomach in which they should not 
be.ff In other words, the disturbance is one of 
tho motion of the stomach rath er than of the na­ 
ture of its secretions. 
Associated with this disturbance, there may be 
a constriction or cramping of the passage from the 
stomach to the intestines. This constriction may be 
the result of an infection, such as an ulcer or of 
some other serious condition which can of course, 
be determined only by a careful examination. 
This examination sometimes includes the taking 
of a mixture of milk and other substances which 
make the stomach opaque to the X -ray and perm it 
the physician to watch its activities while in mo­ 
tion. 
Fortunately only two out of about every tw enty 
persons given a. careful examination for symptoms 
of this type are found to have a serious condition 
of the stomach. In most instances the treatm ent is 
dietetic and results in early relief. 
The symptoms of hyperacidity 
are 
signals 
of 
trouble which 
should 
bo 
investigated 
carefully. 
Sometimes the trouble is constipation; sometimes 
the difficulty is in the gall bladder; sometimes the 
symptoms occur from appendicitis or inflam mation 
of the intestines elsewhere.
